;lie dreaded sickness began to develop. 
When lie breathed his list he was sur- 
rounded, by his wife and members of the 
iiousehold.

id was one of the brightest young lawyers 
n the city. He was acquainted with all 
the fine points of law aud twas quick to 
Dercelve and embrace any-- advantage of-

was rather retiring in his manner, at least 
of late years, and preferred-, the quiet of 
his home to mingling in company. OJ 
course ho was a good entertainer and al- 
ways found the band of welcome extended 
to usher him into any gathering. 
As a 


public speaker he gained 'quite a reputa- 
Jon and possessed those, qualities which

prominence,

After 
attending Tlie primary sctio'c-1 he went to 
;he Bartlett school and after graduation 
jecaine a pupil of the High school.

was a ready learner and applied himself to 
his book* and went through the school 
with an excellent record for scholarship, 
graduating in 1876. 


He entered the law office of James J. 


McCaffrey, Esq., and afterwards studied 
with Wm. H. Bent, Esq., till he was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1SS1. 
A co-partner- 


ship with Nathan D. Pratt, Esq., was 
formed aud the firm was soon doing con- 
siderable business and pushing itself to- 
the front rank, 


After Mr. Pratt's re-election as princi- 


pal assessor, the firm was dissolved anc 
Mr. Quinn has been alone since, his 
brother Charles being a student in his 
office.. 


In 1890 Mr. Quinn was married to Miss 


Dorothy Cmrmiiskey. ' Besides his wife, 
he leaves his parents, a brother, and twc 
sisters, one of the latter being the wife of 
John H. Coffey. 


Lnwyer Quinn got his sobriquet early iu 


his legal career, when he did newspaper 
work,ata timo when many citizen cOE.tribut- 
tors to the papers took pseuclyuoms. That

When police court came-in yesterday 


afternoon the "Dr." Gaillardet case was 
resumed with Mrs. St, Arneault on the 
stand. She was cross-examined further 
by Lawyer Qua. Witness said she never 
kissed Gaillardet until the day of her sup- 
posed marriage. 


Her sister, who worked in a mill, heard 


that the defendant wa.s married to some 
other woman aud told her of it. She had 
worked in the Lawrence, herself. 


When witness heard that her husband 


was married, she went to 1-iev. Mr. paraclis 
and asked him about it, telling him she 
was also married to Gaillardet. 


"Tell 
UK just 
what you told Mr. 


Paradis," said Hi1. Qua in a very loud tone 
of voice. 
; 


"I can't translate so loud," said Henry 


Lanthier of L'Etoile, who officiated as in- 
terpreter. 


Witness couldn't remember just what 


she told Mr. Paradis. SliB did tell him, 
however, she was married on Dec. 10. She 
aftenvards said that Mr. Paradis asked 
her if she was married on Christmas and 
she replied that Gaillardet was not here 
at that time. 


Lawyer Qua asked the witness a num- 


ber of questions relating to the report that 
she had told different parties that she was 
married on Christmas, but she gave no 
definite answer regarding it. She remem- 
bered telling some one that she and Gail- 
lardet were "married in some American's 
office on Merrimack street, but she was 
not obliged to tell the truth then. 
She 


also admitted that she had told some of 
her friends lies concerning her marriage 
but could not remember what they were. 
She said she had a poor memory but what 
she was saying on the stand was the truth. 


"Has any one made you any promises 


or urged yon. to come into court and make 
this complaint?" asked Lawyer Qua. 


"No." 
"Did you make any statements at a 


hearing before a committee in the French 
Protestant church?" 


"Yes. sir." 
"Who invited you?" 
"Mr. Laporte." 
"Was a carriage sent for you?' 
"Yes, sir." 
"What did you suppose they wanted you 


for?1' 


"I don't know." 
"Didn't you tell some one you didn't 


want to bring this prosecution as you 
would be prosecuted yourself, and didn't 
some one tell you that they would make it 
all right for you?" 


"I didn't speak of it to any oue. 
This ended the cross-examination and 


on 
the 
re-direct 
examination 
she 


said that her seven-year-old child slept 
with them. Gaillardet told the little one, 
she said, that he was .married to hei 
mother and would give her (the child) 
dresses, etc. 


The court finally asked her if she be- 


lieved really that she was .married legally 
and she replied .affirmatively as be-fore.

testified that Dr. 


G-aillardet hired two'rooms from her at the 
time mentioned above.

remember. Witness then testified to their 
living together. 


The case then took on a, religious aspect 


as Mr. Qua asked the witness, who is sup- 
posed to be a Catholic, if she ever went to 
confession.

that he knew Gaillardet who once boardec 
over his store with the above mentioned 
witness and was slow in his rent. 
He 


asked the doctor to settle and the latter re 
plied that he would pay him soon as he 
had just married Mrs. St. Arueault. 


Witness said to him a,t the time: "Isn't 


that 
a 
serious 
step 
for 
a 
man 


who can't pay his rent?'' 


Gaillardet.replied: "I know she's poor 


and uneducated and yet I married her anc 
will pay." 


A Mrs. Chalifoux, boarding at the same 


house, testified that sihe had heard thej 
were married and had seen them in b eel 
together on two occasions. 


Several other witnesses were examined 


but their evidence did not appear to be o: 
material value. Tlie case now stands ad- 
journed to next Wednesday^

:ion to it until smoke became noticeable; 
.lieu she got up and roused Mrs. Hol- 
)rook, the landlady, with cries of "lire, 
ire," and rapping on the doors. Mrs. 
Flolbrook screamed "lire" out .of a front 
vindow and getting a pail of water ran to 
,he room in which the fire was found to be 
burning briskly. The flames burst oat 
upon her burning her eyelashes, eyebrows 
and hair, and also her hands. 


The cries of fire created a panic, the 


women acting as if crazy, or half dazed. 
Some ran up and down the halls, while 
others knelt and shrieked. 


The fire had started in a room occupied 


jy a woman named Rose Carney and while 
all the other women were rushing around 
this one was nowhere to be found. 


The department arrived promptly and 


:oumT girls in a third stoi-y window shriek- 
'.ng "for God's sake save us," 


They found that they had'.been hemmed 


in by the flames. They were already al- 
most suffocated by smoke and to attempt 
to pass through the halls would be certain 
death. . 


There was but one hope of escape and

Taking tbo official returns of trade for 


a long interval, it is seen that there is a 
tendency in tbo exports and imports of 
a conntry to an equilibrium in values. 
While there are often large apparent 
balances, the invisible exports—as, for 
example, thn payments made by the 
countries having no merchant marine 
for tbo transportation of commodities— 
must bB taken into account. The tend- 
ency to equality as scan in the official 
statistics of trade is also disturbed in 
countries having high protective tariffs 
by smuggling and fraudulent underval- 
uations of goods. What tho enterprising 
smuggler imports is fojgncl in no cus- 
tom bousa report?, but it is sura to be 
accounted for in a "balance" of exports. 
The tendency to a rough equality iu 
exports and imports, or to an efface- 
nieiit of apparent balances, is disturbed 
frequently, too, by sudden rises and do- 
clines in prices. 


Tho largo apparent excess of tbe im- 


ports of Great Britain and Ireland ia 
mainly accounted for by the earnings 
of tliat country in tbe world's carrying 
trade. It has been carefully estimated 
that ^SoO.OOO.OOO annually is paid to 
the United Kingdom for freights and 
commissions in international commerce. 
Tbis enormous itom does not appear, 
however, in the official Statistics of Brit- 
ish exports. If tho official returns could 
be accurately 'balanced, the enormous 
apparent excess of British imports would 
disappear. 
On tho otbcr hand, it is es- 


timated that this country exports not 
less than $100,000,000 a year to pay for- 
eigners for carrying goods. If this work 
cppeared in tbo official returns of im- 
ports, it would go far toward extinguish- 
ing tba largo and apparently favorable 
balance of exports. 
Statistics of trada 


show that nearly all noncnrrying coun- 
tries have this "favorable" balance of 
trade. 


If it bo trna that exports imply im 


ports—that countries meet their obliga- 
tions to all otlior countries by sending 
goods iu payment—the balance of ex- 
ports or of imports has no existence. 
Wars, depreciated currency and protect- 
ive tariffs, in obstructing tha movement 
of goods, check intlnstrial and commer- 
cial prosperity. Theprotectivo tariffs of 
tbo Uuitocl States, Germany, France 
and Russia, ill obstrnctiny imports, end 
in obstructing exports, to tba loss and 
injury of all concerned—a trnth which 
tlio history of commerce is daily attest- 
ing. 
A decline of a country's exports 


and imports, without regard to an ap- 
parent balance, however large on one 
side or the other, is a sure sign of want 
of prosperity. 


Tbe new tariff of tbe United States, 


in removing some grievous obstructions 
to imports and lessening many others, 
cannot fail to stimulate the exports of 
American products. Both the export 
mid tbo import movement will redound 
to tho country's prosperity. If tho laws 
should permit American merchants tc 
buy ships on the most favorable terms, 
tho national prosperity would be still 
further promoted, and that large appar- 
ent balance of exports which goes to 
pay foroiguer-s for carrying goods would 
ba extinguished.' But whether our Clear- 
field friends -agree with us ns to the naw 
tariff or not, if they shall debate the 
question they have propounded above, wa 
believe they will come to the conclusion 
that tbo so called balance of exports and

]?IGHT AGAINST MEAT PRODUCTS 


FROM AMERICA 


Nearly Explained by tlie Agricultural 


-Department. 


WASHINGTON, March I.— Consul "Waruer 


reports Co the state department that an or- 
der has just been issued by the authori- 
ties of Cologne and published in the local 
papers warning the people against the 
eating of American dried apple slices. 


It says that largo quantities of such ap- 


ple slices, chiefly of American origin, aro 
offered for sale which contain a larger or 
smaller amount of zinc. Of lii samples, 11 
con tainccl zinc. 
The order further says 


that tlie Americans dry their fruit on zinc 
netting, instead of on "wooden racks as in 
Germany. 


Continuing, the mayor's proclamation 


says: "I therefore feel obliged to give 
strict warning against the sale and. eating 
of American dried apple slices, and mako 
notice to those offering such article for 
sale that they will bo proceeded against in 
accordance with the imperial law regula- 
ting the trado in food and food products." 


According to Gorman statistics, there 


were imported from the United States in 
1893 3908 tons, and in 1S94 2133 tons- of 
dried apples. 


Our.Meat Without a ]Rlml.

Secretary Morton makes tho following

American bocf. killed in England, S10.12K 
to S1C.S7J4; refrigerated American beef, 
S11.13J4 toS12.ia>< for hind quarters; for 
fore quarters, S7.50 to S3. 


The United Kingdom of Great Britain 


received during the first nine months of 
1S94 1105.910 beef cattle from the United 
States, and paid S2b", 500,000 for the same. 
During the same year Great Britain took 
2j3,82i,000 pounds of bacon 
from the 


United States at a valuation of 526,800,000. 


For the .nine months ending Sept. 30, 


1891, the United States exported into the 
Kingdom of Great 
Britain 223,670,000 


pounds of bacon, as against 179,000,000 
pounds during the corresponding months 
of 1S93. Thus it is observed thac the 
bacon trade between tho United States 
and Great Britain was increased about 45,- 
000,000 pounds during tho year lS9i.

are in the process of transfer in this in- 
ternational barter, ant! that there can bo 
no serious question of tho relative ad- 
vantage of an excess of imports or er- 
ports. 


Taking tho official returns of traclo for 


a long interval, it is seen thatthero isn 
tendency in the exports and imports of 
a country to :;n equilibrium in values. 
While there are often largo apparent 
balances, tho invisible exports—as, for 
example, tho payments made by the 
countries having no merchant marine 
for tho transportation of commodities— 
rnnst bo taken into account. The tend- 
ency to equality as seen in the official 
statistics of trado is also disturbed in 
countries having high protective tariffs 
by smuggling rtucl fraudulent underval- 
uations of goocis. What tho enterprising 
smuggler imports is fojjnd in no cus- 
tom house reports, but it is earo to be 
accounted for in a "balance" of exports. 
The tendency to .1 rough equality in 
exports and imports, or to an offace- 
mout of apparent balances, is disturbed, 
frequently, too, by sudden rises and de- 
clines in prices. 


Tho largo apparent excess of the im- 


ports of Great Britain and Ireland is 
mainly accounted for by the earnings 
of that country in the world's carrying 
trade. It has been carefully estimated 
that $350,000,000 annually is paid to 
the United Kingdom for freights and 
commissions in international commerce. 
This enormous item docs not appear, 
hovrever, in the official Statistics of Brit- 
ish exports. If tho official returns could 
LO accurately balanced, tlio enormous 
apparent excess of British imports would 
disappear. 
On tho other hand, it is es- 


timated that this country exports not 
lussthan §100,000,000 a year to pay for- 
eigners for carrying goods. If this work 
appeared in the official returns of im- 
ports, it would go far toward extinguish- 
ing the large and apparently favorable 
balance of exports. Statistics of trado 
show that nearly all noiicarrying coun- 
tries have this "favorable" balance of 
trade. 


If it bo true that exports imply im- 


ports—that countries meet their obliga- 
tions to all other countries by sending 
goods in payment—the balance of ex- 
ports or of imports has no existence. 
Wars, depreciated currency and protect- 
ive tariffs, in obstructing the movement 
of goocis, chock industrial and commer- 
cial prosperity. The protective tariffs of 
tho United States, Germany, France 
and Russia, in obstructing imports, end 
in obstructing exports, to tho loss and 
injury of all concerned—a truth which 
tbo history of commerce is daily attest- 
ing. A decline of a country's exports 
and imports, without regard to an ap- 
parent balance, however large on one 
side or tho other, is a sure sign, of want 
of prosperity. 


Tho now tariff of the United States, 


in removing some grievous obstructions 
to imports nnd lessoning many others, 
cannot fail to stimulate the exports of 
American producrsr Both tha export 
and tho import movement will redound 
to tho country's prosperity. If the laws 
should permit American merchants to 
buy ships on tho most favorable terms, 
tho national prosperity would be still 
further promoted, and that large appar- 
ent balance of exports which goes to 
pay foreigner for carrying goods would 
be extinguished. Bot whether our Clear- 
field friends agree.witb us ns to the new 
tariff or not, if thoy shall debate tho 
question they havopropounded above, wo 
believe they will come to tho conclusion 
that the so called balance of exports and 
imports is a fiction, and that the propa- 
gation of this fiction tends much to a 
aonfusioii of ideas as to tho real merits 
of tho Controversy between protection 
and freetende.—Philadelphia Record..

Tho cor- 
ruspondunt then tells of tlie later attempts 
to cleacroy the duniiuLble evidence of the 
pit; how the Turks poured petroleum on 
tho festering muss and tlioii set lire to It, 
ami how when this failed they diverted 
ii mountain stream to wash away tho 
traces of their crime.

"WASHINGTON, March 1.—Consul Warner 


reports to the state department that an or- 
der has just been issued by tho authori- 
ties of Cologno and published in tho local 
papers warning the people againsb the 
oatlng of American dried apple slices. 


It says thac largo quantities of such ap- 


plo slices, chiefly of American origin, are 
offered for sale which contain a larger or 
smaller amount of zinc. Of 13 samples, 11 
contained zinc. 
The order further snys 


that tho Americans dry their fruit on zinc 
netting, instead of on wooden racks as In 
Germany. 


Cuiuijiuing, the mayor's proclamation 


says: "I therefore feel obliged to give 
strict warning against the sale and eating 
pf American dried apple slices, and make 
nocice to those offering such article for 
sale that thoy will be proceeded against in 
accordance with tho imperial law regula- 
ting oho trade iu food and food products." 


According to Gorman statistics, there
